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CONSTITUTION  AS  AMENDED. 


OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  New  England  Society  shall  be  the 
annual  celebration  of  Forefather's  Day  with  appropriate  ob- 
servances, and  to  cherish  at  all  times  a  reverent  memory  of 
our  ancestral  homes. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  person  who  was  born  in  New  England,  or  who  is  a 
lineal  descendant  of  a  person  who  was  born  in  New  England, 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership,  and  may  become  a  member 
of  the  society  by  enrolling  his  or  her  name  in  its  book  of 
record  and  the  payment  of  one  dollar,  which  fee  shall  not  be 
exacted  from  lady  members. 

The  husband  or  wife  of  members  of  this  society  may  be- 
come associate  members  on  the  same  terms. 

Any  further  fund  that  may  be  required  at  any  time  shall 
be  raised  by  voluntary  contributions. 

MANAGEMENT  AND  OFFICERS. 

The  management  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  a 
President  and  six  Vice-Presidents,  who  together  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Directors,  any  three  of  whom  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting  of 
which  due  notice  has  been  given. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  who 
shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 
The  Annual  Meeting  for  the   election    of   officers   of   this 
Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday    night   of  November  in 
each  year.     No  officer   shall    be   re-elected  to  the  same  office 
held  by  them.
